Republicans offered their own 
version of the revenue sharing bill in 
the closing weeks of the 109 th, but 
Republicans backed off shoving it 


through when Gilligan said he would 
veto it.

Abercrombie said the USDA has 
already discontinued its Rural Fn- 
vironm ental A ssistance P rogram , 
which subsidized farm ers who did 
contour plowing, drainage tile in­ 
stallation or other soil improvement 
work on their land.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Police 
Supt. Clarence Giarrusso says a sniper 
involved in the slayings of six persons 
slipped through a 200-man cordon from 
his hotel rooftop perch Monday either 
through

because he was super smart. 
Giarrusso said Monday night he was 
convinced more than one sniper was 
responsible for killing the six and 
injuring 17 others in a two-day battle. 
But when pressed by new sm en, 
Giarrusso admitted there could have 
been just one sniper — the man killed 
by police gunfire Sunday night. 
A floor-to-floor search of the 18 -story 
DownTown Howard Johnson’s hotel 
was made by 100 officers Monday 
night. They found no one and all but 
about a dozen officers left the scene. 
The central business district, which 
was cordoned off by police Monday, is 
to be opened to normal activity today, 
Mayor Moon I^andrieu said. 
As the floor-by-floor search of the 
hotel began, Giarrusso said, “ If they 
don’t turn up anyone ... then he got 
aw ay.” 
How could he have 
filtered 
to 
freedom through the scores of officers 
surrounding the hotel? 
“ There’s a gamut of passibilities 
ranging from police negligence to a 
superbrain sniper,” Giarrusso replied. 
The theory of two or more snipers 
was based on “ so m e” evidence, 
Giarrusso said, stressing that after a 
sniper was killed on the rooftop Sunday 
night, there were reports of gunfire 
coming from the roof and three of­ 
ficers were slightly wounded. 
However, the superintendent ad­ 
mitted the possibility that the three 
were wounded by gunfire from fellow 
officers stationed in surrounding 
buildings. 
He said he had other evidence, but 
would not elaborate. 
A sharpshooter in an armorplated 


Marine helicopter killed the sniper 
whose body lay on the rooftop all night 
and most of the day Monday. 
The body was removed Monday 
evening and fingerprinted. Giarrusso 
said 
there was a 
tentative 
iden­ 
tification, but “ I’m not going to an­ 
nounce anything tentative. When we 
are positive, I’ll tell you.”

discontinuing its subsidies to farm ers 
who spend money improving their soil 
and may also be planning to stop 
paying farm ers to set aside a portion of 
their land from production. 
State Agriculture Director Luge ne 
Abercrombie said Monday that if both 
programs are ended, Ohio farmers will 
lose at least $71 million in subsidies

uncertainty that Ohio farmers will be 
able to get any federal help at all in 
getting back on their feet following the 
disastrous fall harvest, delayed by wet 
weather. 
Abercrombie said the USI)A has 
already discontinued its Rural Kn- 
vironm ental Assistance P rogram , 
which subsidized farmers who did 
contour plowing, drainage tile in­ 
stallation or other soil improvement 
work on their land. 
And he said it appears the program 


of payments to farmers for taking part 
of their land out of production is also in 
a state of suspended animation and 
may not be resumed.

Police Unable 
To Find Sniper 
In New Orleans 


NKW ORLKANS (AP) - Police 
Supt. Clarence Giarrusso says a sniper 
involved in the slayings of six persons 
slipped through a 200-man cordon from 
his hotel rooftop perch Monday either 
through 
“ police negligence” 
or 
because he was super smart. 
Giarrusso said Monday night he was 
convinced more than one sniper was 
responsible for killing the six and 
injuring 17 others in a two-day battle. 
But when pressed by new sm en, 
Giarrusso admitted there could have 
been just one sniper — the man killed 
by police gunfire Sunday night. 
A floor-to-floor search of the 18-story 
DownTown Howard Johnson’s hotel 
was made by IOO officers Monday 
night. They found no one and all but 
about a dozen officers left the scene. 
The central business district, which 
was cordoned off by police Monday, is 
to be opened to normal activity today, 
Mayor Moon l^andrieu said. 
As the floor-by-floor search of the 
hotel began, Giarrusso said, “If they 
don’t turn up anyone ... then he got 
away.” 
How could he have filtered to 
freedom through the scores of officers 
surrounding the hotel? 
“There’s a gamut of possibilities 
ranging from police negligence to a 
superbrain sniper,” Giarrusso replied. 
The theory of two or more snipers 
was based on “som e’’ evidence, 
Giarrusso said, stressing that after a 
sniper was killed on tile rooftop Sunday 
night, there were reports of gunfire 
coming from the roof and three of­ 
ficers were slightly wounded. 
However, the superintendent ad­ 
mitted the possibility that the three 
were wounded by gunfire from fellow 
officers stationed in surrounding 
buildings. 
He said he had other evidence, but 
would not elaborate.

26 on 
a meeting of the Communist Central 
Committee in Nearby Quezon City. He 
said two members of the Maoist New 
Peoples Army were killed, 30 Conunu- 
nists were arrested and arms, ex­ 
plosives and subversive 
literature 
were seized. 
The government has reported four 
plots against Marcos or other high 
officials since mid-1971. Mrs. Marcos 
was slashed with a bolo knife Dec. 7 at 
an outdoor ceremony, and the police 
killed her assailant.

Dear Editor: 
In September of 1972 the city council 
of Cireleville passed a program called 
longevity. Under this program, as I am 
a Fire-fighter, I received no pay raise 
and almost had to take a pay reduc­ 
tion. As of August 1972 I was making 
$6906 per year. Under the longevity 
program council said I should have 
iteen making $6656 per year. 


In other words they wanted to cut my 
salary. Finally they did agree that I 
should not have to take a cut in pay. 
Now the council says that they are 
going to give all city workers a 5* 2 per 
cent pay increase across the board. At 
$6906 this raise should mean $379.83 
per year for me. Instead council based 
the pay increase for me under the 
September longevity program at $6656, 
which is less than I am making now. 
This to me is not fair. 
By doing this it means that I will 
receive only $124 per year or figuring 
on my present pay this is only 1.8 per 
cent. That means I am going to lose 
about $255 per year. The raise of $124 
doesn’t even come close to the amount 
the cost of living went up last year. 
Besides that my insurance rates went 
up from $35.06 to $43.12 a month. This 
is $96.72 per year. Also council voted to 
raise the sewage rates to a minimum 
of $4.50 every three months. This 
means that it is going to cost at least 
$8.40 more on the year for sewage 
rates. 
If you add my insurance raise, 
sewage increase, federal taxes, state 
taxes, and city taxes, then subtract all 
that from my big raise, “ I ’ll be lucky if 
I don’t take home less than I am now. 
This is why I think the city council 
should take another look at the 5* 2 per 
cent increase and at least base it on 
what I’m making now. I don’t think 
this is too much to ask since the pay 
increase is supposed to be 5 4 per cent.

A teacher is in an excellent position 
to observe a child in his relationship 
with others in his class. His mental 
prowess and his emotional balance are 
evaluated by a discerning teacher. 
Poor attention span, 
irritability, 
unusual aggressive behavior, a too- 
shy, withdrawn attitude may all be 
apparent at school, but not as readily 
recognized in the home environment. 
Some parents react with hostility if a 
teacher or psychologist suggests the 
need 
for 
further 
study. 
These 
same parents would not hesitate to 
follow 
the 
in­ 
structions of a doctor if any physical 
s y m p t o m s 
p r e s e n t e d 
itself. 


Other parents take the attitude that 
only time alone is necessary to handle 
their child’s emotional problems. But 
time should not be depended on to 
solve a problem that demands im­ 
mediacy. 
A great many important conclusions 
can be arrived at by the many 
psychometric studies now available. 
Interpretation of these tests by highly 
trained observers may offer a single 
clue to a child’s behavior pattern. 


NEW YORK (AP) - Every so often 
a fad develops in the stock market and 
is acclaimed as the new way to wealth. 
Its promoters scorn old techniques and 
speak condescendingly about the old 
fools who adhere to them. 
The fad of the 1960s, as most in­ 
vestors recall, was performance. If a 
stock didn’t pay off immediately you 
got rid of it. 
The fad worked wonders for its 
promoters, many of them mutual fund 
managers, some of whom became rich 
and celebrated. They developed 
theories to explain their brilliance and 
managed to steal time from money­ 
making to impart their wisdom to 
graduate business school classes. 
As with any fad, this one expired as 
the more serious students of the 
market caught up with it. It was found 
that 
while 
performance-minded 
brokers and managers earned yachts 
for themselves, their customers were 
left up the creek in a canoe. 
By the late 1960s the performance 
theory was riddled. Several studies 
showed that some funds would have 
done much better by just sitting on 
their stocks instead of selling and 
buying time after time. And then the 
market collapsed, taking with it what 
was left of performance. 
While the personality of the current 
and future market cannot be easily 
characterized, as was the market of 
the 1960s, a good case can be made for 
a return to fundamentals 
a clear 
reaction to the earlier excesses. 
Evidence of this may be sparse but it 
is there in the big bank accounts and 
insurance policies that ordinary people 
own in preference to stocks. And when 
these people return to the market, it’s 
a good bet they’ll remain cautious. 
Adding documentary evidence to the 
conservative argument are statistics 
just compiled by Wright Investors’ 
Service showing that blue-chip stocks 
have grown in value during every 
decade this century, including the ’30s.

Nelson 
Rockefeller has 
decided 
to 
attack the drug problem all- 
out, with a 
no-holds-barred 
crackdown on the pusher In a 
m essage 
to 
the 
state 
legislature, 
the 
governor 
outlined the toughest anti drug 
program ever offered at any 
level of government. 


Rockefeller wants a man­ 
datory life sentence for con­ 
victed pushers, with absolute 
prohibition against release on 
parole 
or 
probation. 
He 
proposes a similar sentence for 
addicts who commit crimes 
while under the influence of 
drugs. 


At 
the sam e 
tim e, 
the 
governor would strip younger 
offenders of more lenient 
treatment now accorded them 
by the law, although he would 
provide them with eligibility 
for parole after serving 15 
years in prison. 


The governor recommends 
establishment of a bounty of 
$1,000 
to 
be 
paid 
for 
in­ 
formation leading to conviction 
of a pusher. The state would be 
empowered to confiscate all 
monies used in drug trafficking 
and all profits derived from the 
illicit business. 


It is. as noted, a plan for all- 
out war against the men and 


women who operate illicit drug 
operations. 
It 
is directed 
primarily against the pusher, 
not the user. If adopted by the 
legislature, the Rockefeller 
proposals would stand as 
severe warning that conviction 
for selling illegal narcotics in 
New York state was as good as 
a life sentence. 
Too harsh? Some will say so. 
Rut with the drug culture not 
only one of the most destructive 
forces in American society, but 
one which is directly respon­ 
sible for 
numerous other 
crimes of violence, is it really 
possible to bt* too sever in 
meeting punishment on the 
professional pusher? 


Energy Prediction 


Nuclear energy already has 
had a long and controversial 
career, although it still makes 
only a minute contribution to 
the energy output. This may 
change dramatically in 
the 
next few years. 
West 
Germany, 
which 
depends almost entirely upon 
imports for its fuel reserves, 
predicts that by 1980 as much 


as 25 per cent of its electricity 
will be produced by nuclear 
plants. That would be a sharp 
increase in only a few’ years in 
the present nuclear capacity 
of less than two per cent. 
Sim ilar predictions have 
been 
made for the 
United 
States. Nuclear generators 
currently 
supply 
a 
small 
percentage of total electric 


output. But a leading utility 
consulting firm predicts that by 
1980, the U.S. also will be 
generating 
more 
than 
one- 
fourth of its electic power in 
nuclear plants. 
Petroleum uncertainties and 
the constantly rising demand 
for 
more 
power 
are over­ 
coming 
nuclear 
energy's 
critics. 


Nixon And Truman 


Well, the North Vietnamese are 
returning to the Paris negotiations, 
and my guess is that President Nixon’s 
bombing strategy will l.( be vin­ 
dicated by its results, i.e., progress on 
the disputed points in the negotiation, 
which are not minor, and 2.( be ap­ 
plauded by the overwhelming majority 
of the American people. 
To be sure, the rhetoric of the op­ 
position has been extreme. For 
example, the Manchester Guardian’s 
page-one, column-one lead: “The 
strategy now adopted in Vietnam is 
horrifying.” Or, among many others, 
Anthony lewis’ Times diatribe to the 
effect that the President is, frankly, 
crazy: “The elected leader of the 
greatest democracy acts like a 
maddened 
tyrant. . . 
The 
con­ 
sequences of political madness on so 
grand a scale cannot be measured.” 
Comparisons with Hitler have become 
routine. And among the recurrent 
rhetorical gems of the polemic (see, 
North Vietnam as a ‘tiny country,” or 
“a peasant Asian nation” — this, of a 
North Vietnam as z “tiny country ,” or 
“a peasant Asian nation” — this, of a 
nation armed with Soviet tanks, 
modem weapons of all sorts, the best 
SAM air-defense system ever, and 
fielding the best army in its area. Tiny 
peasant nation indeed. 
It is of course no secret why the 
North Vietnamese were so desperately 
anxious for an agreement last October, 
why they dropped their demand that 
Thieu be removed, why they separated 
the military and political aspects, and 
soon. They wanted a settlement, albeit 
with exploitable ambiguities, and went 
so far as to demand publicly that Nixon 
sign. And it is no secret why, after the 
election, they backed awaiv. 
The North Vietnamese were con­ 
vinced 
that 
unless they 
got an 
agreement prior to November 7, Nixon

would, literally, obliterate them. As 
Henry Kissinger has remarked in 
private conversation, Hanoi had no 
comprehension of “Western restraint” 
— having, themselves, waged total 
war for two decades. Nixon, indeed, 
tickles this fear when he said last July 
that, “we are not going to bomb 
civilian targets in the North. We are 
not using the great power that could 
finish North Vietnam in an afternoon, 
and we will not.” 
Hanoi must have reflected that 
Nixon had also been against price 
controls and budget deficits. 
But than Election Day came and 
went, and McGovern was crushed, but, 
lo, the sky did not fall on Hanoi. 
Therefore, tentatively, the North 
Vietnamses decided to return to 
protracted conflict. 
Now, however, a small piece of the 
sky has actually dropped on them, with 
the implication that a larger slice yet 
could, and they have returned to talk 
When power is the only language that 
communicates, power is the language 
that must be used. Roy Jenkins, Olaf 
Palme and the World Council of 
Churches are not sitting in the Oval 
Office, facing the responsibility of 
decision. Their words are cheap. 
When President Nixon pressed 
forward, using restrained power, 
sloughing off the slings and arrows of 
cheap Virtue, former President 
Truman lay in a coma dying. Yet I 
think that Truman would have un­ 
derstood 
and 
supported 
the 
President’s action. 
Truman did not enjoy dropping our 
two atom bombs on Japan. But he did 
it to avoid the millions of casualties 
which, he was advised, would have 
resulted from an invasion of Japan. If I 
had been training in an American 
landing force unit at the time, I would 
have been glad Truman had dropped 


the bombs. 
We also know from Dean Acheson’s 
great book on the post-war Truman 
years, “Present at the Creation,” that 
during the Berlin blockade crisis, the 
Strategic 
Air 
Command, 
with 
Truman’s approval, was targeting 
Moscow, leningrad and other Soviet 
cities. In his diary, Truman recorded 
that we were “close to war.” 
President Nixon is not as outgoing as 
HST, but he could easily reply to his 
verbalist critics in the earthy Truman 
phrases: The buck stops here. If you 
can’t stand the heat, get out of the 
kitchen.

Dear Editor: 
In September of 1972 the city council 
of Circleville passed a program called 
longevity. Under this program, as I am 
a Firefighter, I received no pay raise 
and almost had to take a pay reduc­ 
tion. As of August 1972 I was making 
$6906 per year. Under the longevity 
program council said I should have 
Ijeen making $6656 per year. 


In other words they wanted to cut my 
salary. Finally they did agree that I 
should not have to take a cut in pay. 
Now the council says that they are 
going to give all city workers a 54 per 
cent pay increase across the board. At 
$6906 this raise should mean $379.83 
per year for me. Instead council based 
the pay increase for me under the 
September longevity program at $6656, 
which is less than I am making now. 
This to me is not fair. 
By doing this it means that I will 
receive only $124 per year or figuring 
on my present pay this is only 1.8 per 
cent. That means I am going to lose 
about $255 per year. The raise of $124 
doesn’t even come close to the amount 
the cost of living went up last year. 
Besides that my insurance rates went 
up from $35.06 to $43.12 a month. This 
is $96.72 per year. Also council voted to 
raise the sewage rates to a minimum 
of $4.50 every three months. This 
means that it is going to cost at least 
$8.40 more on the year for sewage 
rates. 
If you add my insurance raise, 
sewage increase, federal taxes, state 
taxes, and city taxes, then subtract all 
that from my big raise, “ITI be lucky if 
I don’t take home less than I am now. 
This is why I think the city council 
should take another look at the 54 per 
cent increase and at least base it on 
what I’m making now. I don’t think 
this is too much to ask since the pay 
increase is supposed to be 54 per cent.

psychological testing unless your son 
showed 
evidence 
of 
emotional 
problems. 


A teacher is in an excellent position 
to observe a child in his relationship 
with others in his class. His mental 
prowess and his emotional balance are 
evaluated by a discerning teacher. 
Poor attention span, irritability, 
unusual aggressive behavior, a too- 
shy, withdrawn attitude may all be 
apparent at school, but not as readily 
recognized in the home environment. 
Some parents react with hostility if a 
teacher or psychologist suggests the 
need 
for further study. 
These 
same parents would not hesitate to 
follow 
the 
in­ 
structions of a doctor if any physical 
s y m p t o m s 
p r e s e n t e d 
itself. 


Other parents take the attitude that 
only time alone is necessary to handle 
their child’s emotional problems. But 
time should not be depended on to 
solve a problem that demands im­ 
mediacy. 
A great many important conclusions 
can be arrived at by the many 
psychometric studies now available. 
Interpretation of these tests by highly 
trained observers may offer a single 
clue to a child’s behavior pattern. 


With proper direction, and the 
coordinated effort of the psychologist, 
the educator, and the parents, a child 
can reap many benefits with early and 
intensive psychological studies. 
By all means, follow the suggestion 
of the school psychologist. It is an 
excellent testimonial to the school and 
educational system when teachers 
have the insight to understand the 
emotional structure of their pupils. 


Is a painful spur on the heel a form of 
arthritis? 
Miss A.B., Vt. 
Dear Miss B.: 
Spurs are deposits of calcium in the 
muscles and the tendons attached to 
the heels. They can be exceedingly 
painful, and interfere with walking 
activity. Sometimes they can be 
protected with sponge rubber to avoid 
further injury and further pain. 
In many cases, surgery is a simple 
and effective method of treatment. 
Spurs are not generally considered 
to be a form of arthritis. 


Sometimes my doctor uses water 
and at other times he uses a pick to 
take wax out of my ears. 
Which method is better? 
Mr. L. L.,Ore. 
Dear Mr. L.: 
When wax is firm, hard, and im­ 
pacted, a special blunt instrument is 
used to remove it. 
Soft wax can be more 
easily 
removed by syringing. 
Both methods are effective. People 
who tend to accumulate wax should 
have it removed at regular frequent 
intervals rather than wait until it is 
painful or impacted.

NEW YORK (AP) — Every so often 
a fad develops in the stock market and 
is acclaimed as the new way to wealth. 
Its promoters scorn old techniques and 
speak condescendingly about the old 
fools who adhere to them. 
The fad of the 1960s, as most in­ 
vestors recall, was performance. If a 
stock didn’t pay off immediately you 
got rid of it. 
The fad worked wonders for its 
promoters, many of them mutual fund 
managers, some of whom became rich 
and celebrated. They developed 
theories to explain their brilliance and 
managed to steal time from money­ 
making to impart their wisdom to 
graduate business school classes. 
As with any fad, this one expired as 
the more serious students of the 
market caught up with it. It was found 
that 
while 
perforinance-minded 
brokers and managers earned yachts 
for themselves, their customers were 
left up the creek in a canoe. 
By the late 1960s the performance 
theory was riddled. Several studies 
showed that some funds would have 
done much better by just sitting on 
their stocks instead of selling and 
buying time after time. And then the 
market collapsed, taking with it what 
was left of performance. 
While the personality of the current 
and future market cannot be easily 
characterized, as was the market of 
the 1960s, a good case can be made for 
a return to fundamentals — a clear 
reaction to the earlier excesses. 
Evidence of this may be sparse but it 
is there in the big bank accounts and 
insurance policies that ordinary people 
own in preference to stocks. And when 
these people return to the market, it’s 
a good bet they’ll remain cautious. 
Adding documentary evidence to the 
conservative argument are statistics 
just compiled by Wright Investors’ 
Service showing that blue-chip stocks 
luive grown in value during every 
decade this century, including the ’30s. 
If you bought the stocks that make 


up the Dow Jones industrial average, 
the study shows, you would have a 
price gain of 1875.25 per cent and a 
dividend gain of 1645.94 per cent, or an 
average annual growth of 9.4 per cent 
for the past 72 years. 
r.ven in me late ana unlamented 
1930s the average showed an in­ 
vestment growth of 2.9 per cent a year. 
Prices fell by 20.32 per cent, but this 
was offset by dividend gains of 40.22 
per cent for the IO years.

You jure en­ 
titled to the benefit for certain widows 
or widowers if y our husband for wife) 
died within the two y ears preceding 
the y ear for which the tax is being 
computed and y ou meet the following 
req uirements: 
1. You must have been entitled to file 
a joint return with y our husband (or 
wife) for the y ear of death — whether 
or not y ou actually filed jointly ; 


Adolph Zukor 
Notes 100th 
Birthday 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - It was his 
birthday , and Adolph Zukor sat in the 
unaccustomed spotlight as the movie 
stars he made famous rose and ap­ 
plauded the achievements of his 100 
y ears. 
Zukor — the man most historians 
claim was the Henry Ford of the 
movies, the man who founded mass 
production of motion pictures — was 
saluted Sunday night on his 100th 
birthday by the film industry which he 
founded. 
The star-studded gathering included 
salutes from Bob Hope, Dorothy 
I .amour and Diana Ross. 
Zukor, a wispy but alert cen­ 
tenarian, came on at the closing and 
told the audience: ‘‘I’m thrilled to be 
here... I’m hoping the picture business 
will continue to do well.” 
Ex cept for Samuel Goldwy n, Zukor 
is the last remaining link to the 
beginning of the film industry . He was 
born in Ricse, Hungary , on Jan. 7,1873, 
and came to America at the age of 16 
with $25 sewn in his clothing. His first 
job in a fur store brought him a weekly 
salary of $2. 
Within four y ears, he had learned 
night-school 
English 
and 
was 
operating his own fur business in 
Chicago. Returning to New York, he 
invested in penny arcades which 
showed travel pictures to patrons who 
sat in railway cars.

Q. I received a $2,000 Federal 
disaster loan to repair damage caused 
to my business by tropical storm 
Agnes. The loan was cancelled and the 
debt forgiven. Does this have any 
effect on my taking casualty loss 
deduction? 
A. Yes. You must reduce y our 
casualty loss deduction by the amount 
of the cancelled loan. If y ou have 
already taken the casualty loss 
deduction by amending y our 1971 
return without taking into account the 
cancelled loan, y ou must include the 
cancelled amount in y our 1972 income 
to the ex tent the deduction reduced 
y our 1971 tax liability . 
In case the cancelled amount of the 
loan, plus any insurance reim ­ 
bursements, ex ceed y our adjusted 
basis in the property , y ou have a gain 
from an involuntary conversion. For 
more information, see IRS Publication 
547, “Tax Information on Disasters, 
Casualty losses, and Thefts.”

Q. Which of my home ex penses can I 
deduct? 
A. Homeowners who itemize their 
deductions may deduct the real estate 
tax es paid on their property of their 
mortgage pay ments.

Improvements to a home or property 
are considered capital ex penditures 
and are added to the property ’s basis.

Members are 
finally facing up to the realization that 
we have to provide a mechanism for 
responsibility ...” 
Uliman said he hopes the full special 
committee, including the 16 Senate 
members, can meet by the end of the 
week and begin work on its recom­ 
mendations. It has all y ear to develop 
them, but a preliminary report is due 
Feb. 15. 
Meanwhile, Rep. Henry S. Reuss, D- 
Wis., another member of the com­ 
mittee, circulated a draft of a proposal 
somewhat similar to Ullman’s. 
Reuss, however, would bring the 
Joint Economic Committee, which 
studies the over-all economic condition 
of the country , into the budget-making 
process, and would call for recom­ 
mendations on tax ation as well as 
spending.

I bird’s 104-page report reviewed his 
four-year stewardship of the Pentagon 
and his recommendations for the fu­ 
ture. but made no reference to the 
recent heavy bombing of North 
Vietnam.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )~ Three 
harried men hunch wearily over .1,278 
pages of fine print in the early days of 
1973, trying to make up their minds if 
you

telephone one day. 
This tremendous task forms just 
part of a monumental 
paper jam 
overpowering Ohio’s Public Utilities 
Commission—a backlog of 49 rate 
cases, some of them dating back to 
1969. 


“ There will be no relief from the 
tremendous amount of work," said 
PUCO Chairman Henry Eckhart "if 
the utility companies continue to file 
cases, and the inflation that caases the 


cases con tin u es." 
The mountain of fine print Eckhart 
and his fellow commissioners, Carl 
Johnson and Elmer A. Keller, pored 
over was the harvest of testimony and 
exhibits from just one case - the 
request by Ohio Hell Telephone Co. for 
a $165 million a year increase in rates. 
It's the largest such request in Ohio 
history. 


Going back to December 1969 is the 
water rate increase being sought by 
Ohio Water Service Co. for a small 
number of homeowners in Ashtabula. 
The most recent case was filed last 
month when General Telephone Co. of 
Marion asked for a $13.4 million annual 


hike in their rates. 
Eckhart noted the irony of the 3,278- 
[Mige report by saying it was spawned 
by a mere twopage request by Ohio 
Hell on Aug. 9, 1971. 
Since then, he said, "3,500 hours 
have lieen spent on the rate request by 
Ohio Hell, involving engineering 
evaluations and auditing 
We have

Arthur G. Green, president and chief 
executive officer. Columbus and 
Southern Ohio Electric Company, 
reports that about $69 million was 
expended by the Company for new 
facilities during 1972, bringing total 
expenditures since 1962 to $399 million.

Suprem e Court To Review 
Federal Jail Responsibility 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The suicide 
of a Texas youth has prompted the 
Supreme Court to review the govern­ 
ment’s responsibility over conditions 
in local jails. 
On any given day, about 4,000 federal 
prisoners are in state and local jails 
waiting to be tried or sentenced. 
The jails often are overcrowded and 
the facilities substandard, Chief Judge 
John R. Brown of the U.S. Circuit 
Court has said. Inmates routinely 
subject other prisoners to “ varieties of 
subhuman treatment that no citizen of 
a civilized nation ... should be com­ 
pelled to endure," Brown wrote last 
July. 
The judge and two others, John 
Minor Wisdom and Irving L. Goldberg, 
wanted their court to reconsider its 
ruling that the parents of the youth, 
Reagan E. Logue of Corpus Christi, 
were not entitled to damages for his 
death. 
The 18-year-old boy faced federal 
trial on charges of conspiring to 
smuggle 229 pounds of marijuana into 
the United States when he was placed 


the Nueces County jail. 
Doctors, mindful of a suicide at­ 
tempt and a diagnosis that the youth 
was acutely psychotic, had recom­ 
mended he be kept in a hospital, the 
appeal said. 
One day young l^ogue removed the 
long bandage from his arm and hanged 
himself. 
The parents are seeking the $5,000 in 
damages awarded in 1971 by U.S. Dist. 
Court Judge Owen D. Cox of Corpus 
Christi but reversed by the Circuit 
Court. 
’The appeal tests whether the U.S. 
government is exempt from liability 
under federal law. But, it also says, 
there is a deeper, fundamentally 
moral issue at stake: “ the conditions 
to which the federal government 
subjects its prisoners when it turns 
them over to local jails." 
The Justice Department opposed the 
review. 
The case will be argued before the 
court in March or April with a final 
decision due before the end of June. 
In another action Monday the 


justices cut down a major women’s- 
rights case. Also from Texas, that case 
tested a 
state regulation 
forcing 
pregnant women to leave their jobs 
after the seventh month. 
In the appeal, Mary Ellen Schatt- 
man of Austin contended the inflexible 
policy of the Texas 
Employment 
Commission violates the equal-job 
rights of pregnant women. 
I^ast March, the circuit court in New 
Orleans found the regulation to be 
neither unreasonable nor arbitrary. 
This reversed Dist. Court Judge Jack 
Roberts of Austin who had declared 
the regulation invalid. 
The Supreme Court rejected Mrs. 
Schattman’s appeal without comment 
or dissent.

Since he joined the PUCO, he has 
enlarged the staff from 129 to 195, 
He said he plans to ask the 110th 
General Assembly for an increase over 
the agency’s current biennial budget of 
$5.1 million. But he added, “ Under the 
constraints of no new taxes and no new 
programs . . . it still will not be 
adequate." 
As Eckhart sees it, “ more money, 
more staff and a slowdown in utility 
cases" will be the only wedges that 
break up the paperjam at the PUCO.

MENTOR, Ohio (AP)-Iaw nfield, 
the home of President James A. 
Garfield, needs some repairs, but a 
proposal to raise repair money 
through taxes has drawn less than 
applause from I^ake County historical 
officials. 
Mentor City Councilman Joseph A. 
Atzberger suggested last week that the 
city establish a .1 mill levy to raise 
about $15,000 annually for l^wnfield’s 
upkeep. 
Lake County Historical Society 
Adm inistrative 
Secretary 
Mrs. 
William Slack said she was upset by 
the implication I^awnfield was “ falling 
apart.” 
“ Things need to be done as they 
would in any house of this vintage," 
she said. “ We have been able to keep 
pretty well 
abreast, but 
small 
problems always are cropping up." 
The three-story frame home and 
grounds, which Garfield bought in 
1876, also features a log cabin similar 
to the one in which Garfield was bom. 
Everyone admits the log cabin is in far 
worse shape than the house, 
house. 
“ It’s a happy home for woodchucks 
and rodents," said Jack E. Daniels, 
former president of the society. “ It’s 
not safe to let the public in there. It got 
to the point we were afraid somebody 
might fall through the floor." 
Mrs. Slack said that new logs are 
ready to repair the cabin when it 
warms up and that the society plans to 
put in a permanent foundation.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Three 
harried men hunch wearily over 3,278 
pages of fine print in the early days of 
1973, trying to make up their minds if 
you should pay 
more 
for your 
telephone one day. 
This tremendous task forms just 
part of a monumental paperjam 
overpowering Ohio’s Public Utilities 
Commission—a backlog of 49 rate 
cases, some of them dating back to 
1969. 


“There will be no relief from the 
tremendous amount of work,” said 
PUCO Chairman Henry Eckhart “if 
the utility companies continue to file 
cases, and the inflation that causes the 


cases continues." 
The mountain of fine print Eckhart 
and his fellow commissioners, Carl 
Johnson and Elmer A. Keller, pored 
over was the harvest of testimony iind 
exhibits from just one case— the 
request by Ohio Bell Telephone Co. for 
a $165 million a year increase in rates. 
It s the largest such request in Ohio 
history. 


Going back to December 1969 is the 
water rate increase being sought by 
Ohio Water Service Ce. for a small 
number of homeowners in Ashtabula. 
The most recent case was filed last 
month when General Telephone Co. of 
Marion asked for a $13.4 million annual 


hike in their rates. 
Eckhart noted the irony of the 3,278- 
!>age report by saying it was spawned 
by a mere twopage request by Ohio 
Ik*ll on Aug. 9, 1971. 
Since then, he said, "3,500 hours 
have been spent on the rate request by 
Ohio Bell, involving engineering 
evaluations and auditing

C&SOE Spends $69 M illion

Arthur G. Green, president and chief 
executive officer, Columbus and 
Southern Ohio Electric Company, 
reports that about $69 million was 
expended by the Company for new 
facilities during 1972, bringing total 
expenditures since 1962 to $399 million.

estimated to be $715 million over the 
next five years, Green said, and over 
$80 million of this amount will be for 
environmental protection equipment. 
Columbus and Southern’s generating 
capability available to meet peak 
loads, which occur in the summer, was 
increased from 974,000 kilowatts in 
1962 to 1,715,000 kilowatts by the end of 
1972. Peak load has increased from 
614,000 kilowatts in 1962 to 1,560,000 
kilowatts in 1972. 
In 
common 
ownership 
with 
Columbus and Southern and The 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric Company, 
The Dayton Power and light Company 
is constructing the J. M. Stuart 
generating station near Aberdeen, 
Ohio. The third of four 585,000 kilowatt 
units at this station went into service in 
May of this year. The fourth unit will 
go into service in 1974. 
Estimated total cost of all four units 


is $388 million. Columbus and Southern 
has a 26 per cent interest in these units. 
Total cost to Columbus and Southern is 
estimated to be about $101 million. 
A new 800,000 kilowatt coal-fired unit 
is scheduled for commercial operation 
early 
in 
1973 at Columbus and 
Southern’s Conesville generating 
station. The unit is commonly owned 
by 
the three companies and 
is 
estimated to cost $126 million, in­ 
cluding $7 million for environmental 
control equipment. Columbus and 
Southern’s share of cost and capacity 
of this unit is 43-4 per cent. 
A nuclear unit of estimated 792,000 
kilowatts is planned by the three 
companies for construction and 
operation by The Cincinnati Gas — 
Electric Company at the William H. 
Zimmer generating station, located on 
the Ohio River near Moscow, Ohio. 
Construction is now proceeding on this 
station after a 16-month delay for 
an environmental impact study by the 
.Atomic Energy Commission. 
In addition to the jointly owned units, 
the Company is now planning a 240,000 
kilowatt oil-fired peaking unit for 
service at the Company’s Picway 
station in 1975. Construction permits 


have been obtained from the Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency for 
two additional 375,000 kilowatt coal- 
fired generating units at the Conesville 
station. Site preparation has begun 
and one of the units is scheduled for 
service rn each of the years 1976 and 
1977. 


'The new generating units under 
construction and planned will increase 
reserve capacity from just over 9 per 
cent in 1972 to about 17 per cent in 1973, 
and 28 per cent in 1977. 
To meet the Company’s needs for 
additional capital, three issues of 
securities were sold in 1972; 160,000 
cumulative preferred shares in 
February, 600,000 common shares in 
May, and $20 million principal amount 
of First Mortgage Bonds in June. 
System kilowatt hour sales for 1972 
will approximate 6.9 billion kilowatt 
hours, an ll per cent increase over 
1971.

Supreme Court To Review 
Federal Jail Responsibility 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The suicide 
(rf a Texas youth has prompted the 
Supreme Court to review the govern­ 
ment’s responsibility over conditions 
in local jails. 
On any given day, about 4,000 federal 
prisoners are in state and local jails 
waiting to be tried or sentenced. 
The jails often are overcrowded and 
the facilities substandard, Chief Judge 
John R. Brown of the U.S. Circuit 
Court has said. Inmates routinely 
subject other prisoners to “varieties of 
subhuman treatment that no citizen of 
a civilized nation ... should be com­ 
pelled to endure,” Brown wrote last 
July. 
ITie judge and two others, John 
Minor Wisdom and Irving L. Goldberg, 
wanted their court to reconsider its 
ruling that the parents of the youth, 
Reagan E. Logue of Corpus Christi, 
were not entitled to damages for his 
death. 
The 18-year-old boy faced federal 
trial on charges of conspiring to 
smuggle 229 pounds of marijuana into 
the United States when he was placed 


the Nueces County jail. 
Doctors, mindful of a suicide at­ 
tempt and a diagnosis that the youth 
was acutely psychotic, had recom­ 
mended he be kept in a hospital, the 
appeal said. 
One day young Ix>gue removed the 
long bandage from his arm and hanged 
himself. 
The parents are seeking the $5,000 in 
damages awarded in 1971 by U.S. Dist. 
Court Judge Owen D. Cox of Corpus 
Christi but reversed by the Circuit 
Court. 
The appeal tests whether the U.S. 
government is exempt from liability 
under federal law. But, it also says, 
there is a deeper, fundamentally 
moral issue at stake: “the conditions 
to which the federal government 
subjects its prisoners when it turns 
them over to local jails.” 
The Justice Department opposed the 
review. 
The case will be argued before the 
court in March or April with a final 
decision due before the end of June. 
In another action Monday the 


justices cut down a major women’s- 
rights case. Also from Texas, that case 
tested a 
state regulation forcing 
pregnant women to leave their jobs 
after the seventh month. 
In the appeal, Mary Ellen Schatt- 
man of Austin contended the inflexible 
policy of the Texas Employment 
Commission violates the equal-job 
rights of pregnant women. 
Ixist March, the circuit court in New 
Orleans found the regulation to be 
neither unreasonable nor arbitrary. 
This reversed Dist. Court Judge Jack 
Roberts of Austin who had declared 
the regulation invalid. 
The Supreme Court rejected Mrs. 
Schattman’s appeal without comment 
or dissent.

Eckhart attributes the paperjam to 
the changing nature of utility cases 
and inadequate staff to handle the 
research and hearings. 
"In the early 60s,” he said, "the rate 
cases were simpler. But now they are 
larger, more complex and with more 
difficult questions involved." 
Cases today, he said, require major 
audits by accountants and extensive 
analyses by engineers of the com- 
jxiny’s rate base— the equipment and 
facilities being used and that could be 
used by the utility. 
As a further example of the com­ 
plexity, Eckhart said, “Ohio Bell has 
nine different rate bands (areas) in its 
pending request.” 
The commission chairman said the 
agency needs more accountants, more 
engineers and more economists to 
review utility company rate appli­ 
cations and to testify at public 
hearings on the cases. 
Eckhart compared his staff with that 
of New York Public Service Com­ 
mission, noting Ohio did not even come 
close. He said New York has 600 per­ 
sons in utility company regulation and 
IOO engineers, while Ohio has 112 and 7, 
in the respective categories. 
Since he joined the PUCO, he has 
enlarged the staff from 129 to 195. 
He said he plans to ask the 110th 
General Assembly for an increase over 
the agency’s current biennial budget of 
$5.1 million. But he added, “Under the 
constraints of no new taxes and no new 
programs . . . it still will not be 
adequate.” 
As Eckhart sees it, “more money, 
more staff and a slowdown in utility 
cases" will be the only wedges that 
break up the paperjam at the PUCO.

For Garfield 
Home Repair 


MENTOR, Ohio (AP)-I^wnfield, 
the home of President James A. 
Garfield, needs some repairs, but a 
proposal to raise repair money 
through taxes has drawn less than 
applause from I .ake County historical 
officials. 
Mentor City Councilman Joseph A. 
Atzberger suggested last week that the 
city establish a .1 mill levy to raise 
about $15,000 annually for Lawnfield’s 
upkeep. 
Lake County Historical Society 
Administrative 
Secretary 
Mrs. 
William Slack said she was upset by 
the implication Lawnfield was “falling 
apart.” 
"Things need to be done as they 
would in any house of this vintage,” 
she said. “We have been able to keep 
pretty well abreast, but small 
problems always are cropping up.” 
The three-story frame home and 
grounds, which Garfield bought in 
1876, also features a log cabin similar 
to the one in which Garfield was bom. 
Everyone admits the log cabin is in far 
worse shape than the house, 
house. 
“It’s a happy home for woodchucks 
and rodents,” said Jack E. Daniels, 
former president of the society. “Ifs 
not safe to let the public in there. It got 
to the point we were afraid somebody 
might fall through the floor.” 
Mrs. Slack said that new logs are 
ready to repair the cabin when it 
warms up and that the society plans to 
put in a permanent foundation.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
goal for parents of a brain- 
injured child to set is to have 
that child doing all the things 
other children his age are 
doing, insists David Melton, 
whose own brain-injured son 
has achieved “ normality.” 
“ That’s the proper goal to 
set,” he declares firmly. “ It’s 
much easier to set the goal 
that the child will never be 
any better — but if the 
astronauts hadn’t aimed at 
the moon they never would 
have reached it.” 
Melton, a writer-illustrator 
who recounted the search for 
medical and educational help 
during his son’s early years in 
a book called “Todd,” has 
written a new book, “ When 
Children Need Help.” 
“ I wrote ‘Todd’ for Todd 
himself,” he explained in an 
interview here. “ I felt that 
sometime he should be able to 
read it and see how many 
people helped, to understand 
‘this is what it took to get me 
from there to here.’ 
“ After I’d written our story 
we got thousands of letters 
from parents who said they 
had a child exactly like Todd 
and where could they find 
help,” he continues. “ I wrote 
this new book to suggest a 
positive approach. This is not 
a book of desperation, saying 
that parents should learn to 
live with their problem.” 
Melton, who says he has 
attempted to break down 
some of the dogma that has 
surrounded 
brain-injured 
children, deplores labeling 
them “ like a can of peas” as 
mentally 
retarded, 
slow 
le arn e r, 
em otionally 
disturbed, autistic and the 
like. “ These labels stick even 
though the child changes,” he 
notes. 
Brain injury can occur 
before birth, during birth or

Superintendent Paints Bleak 


Picture Of Logan Elm Finances 
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Meeting in special session, the 
I/igan Elm Board of Education ap­ 
proved an annual appropriation of 
$1,631,163.94 ami faced a not-too* 
pleasant future money wise. 
Superintendent John Henn presented 
the financial picture of the school 
district to the board, citing larger 
enrollment, improvements in teacher 
compensation, inflation, efforts 
to 
achieve 
smaller 
classes, 
new 
programs and legislative mandates as 
the leading factors accounting for the 
sharp rise in costs for the district, 
"This means,*’ Henn noted, "this 
calendar year will 1m* extremely dif- 
ficult 
financially. Operating funds 
must be borrowed and interest paid in 
order to keep our schools open,” 
As if in proof of this statement, the 
clerk’s report of the balance at year 
end indicated an insufficient amount to 
carry 
the school over 
until 
the 
February distribution of real estate 
money. The situation necessitated 
borrowing of $100,(100 to meet current 
operating expenses to that time. 
1*he board plans 
to 
slash 
ex­ 
penditures in supplies, textbooks, 
library books and such. 
In other areas, such as capital 
outlay, building repair and main­ 
tenance, purchases of school buses, 
absolutely no funds 
have been 
budgeted or will be spent. 
According to Henn, staffing, in 
relationship to pupil-teacher ratios, 
may be adjusted with class com­ 
binations. Where four teachers now 
serve 80 students, three will be used 
instead. Hiring of additional staff will 
be curtailed. 
Superintendent Henn presented his 
assumption to the board that House 
Bill 475 was designed to put pressure 
on districts such as Ix>gan Elm which 
have a rich tax base, to force these 
districts to raise their operating levies 
to be equal with schools around the 
state. 
This does not mean I x>gan Elm must 
reach the state average of 29.71 im­ 
mediately, Henn commented, but he 
feels the district will be forced to equal 
the highest district in Pickaway 
County. 
The board approved budget in­ 
cludes :

pared to $649,000 in 1972. Increase in
